Through the generosity of DaA'id and Jolui John- 


sou, of New York city. Avho were born and reared in 
Coshocton, this city is to receive one of the most mag- 
nificent gifts ever given any community.

It is to be a magnificent building to be used as a 


Museum and Library of Art. 
The cost is not made 


public, but it is stated that it will be large enough to 
contain three or four buildings the size of the Carnegie 
library- It will not only be established, erected and 
maintained by the Messrs. Johnson, but it will ulti- 
mately be most liberally endowed. 


Plans are not yet definitely completed, but an or- 


ganization has been effected and it is likely that the lo- 
cation will be selected in the spring and work of con- 
struction started at once. 


It-is to-be a memorial of the Johnson and Hum-" 


lickhouse families £n\d is erected in memory to the 
father and mother of the donors. 


Outside of the large cities of the nation, there will 


be nothing in the country to compare with it.

ization was effected under the cor- 
poration papers of the Johnson-Hum- 
rick house Memorial by the choosing of 
a board of trustees, as roirows :

Of these, all are family connections 


except the two latter. The board 
elected H. D. Beach, president ; T. 
S. Humrickhouse, vice president ; J. 
R. Johnson, treasurer, and F. E. Pom- 
erene, secretary. 


Many years ago three brothers of 


the Johnson family wedded three sis- 
ters of tfie Humrickhouse family ; and 
the one Humrickhouse brother wed- 
ded the sister of the Johnson brothers. 
One of the brothers was Joseph K. 
Johnson, in early days the banker of 
Coshocton and a man of great enter- 
prise. His two sons David and John 
were reared here. In the early seven- 
ties the family moved to New York. 
The two brothers, both bachelors, are] 
the survivors and they have always 
retained a warm spot in their hearts 
for tafe town of their nativity. They 
have traleded the world over, 
but 


never find a place that they like quite 
as well as Coshocton. 


Traveled Over the World. 


And in England, France. Spain. Ger- 


many. Scandinavia, Russia, Italy—in 
fact all the Countries of Europe arid 
the Mediterranean, and Japan.

Central America and 
all of this continent they have travel- 
ed many times and in all of them they 
gathered many interest curios and

people. AH these will be placed 
in 


the Coshocton Museum and Library of 


Art. - It will also be a depositary for 
local relics, a headquarters for the 
Coshocton County Historical society, 
a rallying place for county spirit and 
pride. The brothers have complete 
and comprehensive collections ; for 
instance of Indian baskets alone they 
possess 400. 


The building will also contain 
a 


lecture hall and will be an attractive 
place for the center of education and 
learning. 


The ^Location 


The location has not been definitely 


decided. A most suitable place would 
be the old Humrickhouse homestead 
at the corner of Mulberry and South 
Third-sts., the present home of James 
R. Johnson. It is 200 feet square.

paired ; second, her general physical condition, she 
having undergone a second operation about two weeks 
ago ; and third, her excellent behavior since she has 
been in prison, her conduct having been remarkably 
good.
